How About a Fact Proposition 
For a Change?

In my little shop talks with coaches here and there at Peoria 
last month, I noticed on the part of many of them, a lack of the 
good old enthusiasm—a kind of let-down. Several of them didn’t 
even bring debate teams along, although they had been debating 
during the beginning of the year. A lackadaisical attitude seemed 
to prev vail not only among coaches, but among debaters as well. 

‘Just entered oratory or extemp”’ — “Came just to keep the 
home chapter in good standing”— “Hoping for better days,” etc. 
One of our old stand- by coaches said he and his debaters were 
“fed up” on Federal Aid. They quit debating about a month 
ago. I began to wonder who wasn't “fed up’’ on Federal Aid to 
Education. A little inquiring around seemed to indicate that 
the proposition itself was largely the cause of this attitude of in- 
difference. In fact, the only reason many schools debated Federal 
Aid at all was that the other propositions submitted for our choice 
last fall appeared just as fruitless, if not more so. 

I wonder if this seeming lack of interest may not lie in the 
fact that we are debating propositions of policy in a period when 
we should be debating propositions of fact. When we debate a 
proposition of policy, we argue for a change from the status quo. 
We are living in an age of question, skepticism and doubt. The 
world realizes that there is a dire need for a change in many 
things, but are we ready? There are too many problems that 
need to be settled before we can bring about a change. 

Furthermore, debating a proposition of policy calls for cover- 
ing a lot of territory, especially with a question broad enough in 
scope to command a year's effort in the field of tournament 
activity. In debating the adoption of federal world government, 
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for example, there are so many implications and basic problems 
that need to be dealt with before we can consider the adoption 
of such a proposal, that it is hopeless to try to accomplish the 
end sought without first settling the basic issues. The questions 
of incompatability among nations and the giving up of national 
sovereignty call for big debates in themselves, let alone trying to 
set up a plan and argue for its adoption in the same debate. An 
attempt to cover even the basic issues in twenty minutes of con- 
structive speaking time on each side, can only result in superfi- 
ciality, misunderstanding and actual beclouding of the real issues. 
Perhaps here we have a good example of the old axiom, “A little 
knowledge is a dangerous thing.” 


To compensate for lack of time needed to adequately cover 
most policy propositions, the debater has the choice of getting 
over as much ground as possible by speaking at an unintelligible 
rate of speed, or of speaking in broad generalizations without 
evidence or proof to support his arguments. It is hard to say 
which is the lesser of the two evils, when it comes to good debat- 
ing. This in spite of the fact that college debating is only demon- 
strational rather than an exhaustive treatment of the basic argu- 
ments on both sides. However, I believe we all agree that there 
is a limit to how thin we can slice our ‘baloney.’ 


Another fault of our propositions may be that they fail to 


captivate our interests because they are not of vital significance. 
I believe that is particularly true of this year’s question of Fed- 
eral Aid to Education. A proposition today is of vital significance 
if it is concerned with our individual security—our survival, if 
you will. We are faced with questions that are a challenge to 
our thinking, our philosophy of human relations, our way of 
living — our very existence. Any debate subject that does not 
strike at the roots of these problems is bound to lack in vital 
significance and is so much mush and milk to red-blooded de- 
baters and coaches who are out for bear. 


Most of our real problems today are international in scope. 
Before we can settle down to issues here at home, we feel an urge 
to get our international house in order. It is difficult to whip 
up enthusiasm on such subjects as Federal Aid to Education or 
Federal Aid to Medicine when war clouds are threatening all 
around. It is like discussing the merits of a new type of motor 
for our boat as we are cruising along while the water is leaking 
in on all sides. We had better get busy and stop the leak! 


Following is a list of roughly stated questions that might 
serve as a basis for propositions of fact: Can the differences be- 
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tween the United States and Russia be reconciled to bring about 
a lasting peace? Are national differences too extreme to make 
a federal world government a practicality? Is the retention of 
ment? Is the system of balance of power the most effective means 
of guaranteeing world peace in our time? Is military rule the 
national sovereignty incompatible with a plan of World Govern- 
best means of guaranteeing lasting peace among nations? Do 
nations have more to gain than to lose by the retention of national 
sovereignty? 

What I have said about the international aspect of selecting 
debate topics might also apply to group discussion and extempore 
speaking. Perhaps we should depart from our present custom 
of alternating between national and international subjects each 
year, and have at least one international subject in one of the 
three fields each season. This would provide for broader cover- 
age of problems of wide interest and would facilitate international 
participation, a practice which should be encouraged in every 
way possible. 

It is imperative that we recapture our enthusiasm in debate 
and related activities, especially when we realize our forensic 
organizations represent a highly scholarly and very democratic 
practice, where freedom of thought and expression may go their 
way untrammeled. Here we find no log-rolling, pork- -barreling or 
lobbying; no filibustering, no “financial deals” or power politics 
to curb the free flow of justice and fair play among men and 
women. We must take this matter seriously. —There must be no 
let-down in our forensic activities, if democracy is to hold its own 
against the tide of suppression that appears to be engulfing the 
world. 
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Tribute to George W. Finley

Exactly twenty-five years and seven days ago a nominating 
committee of which our old friend, J. D. Coon of Sioux Falls, 
South Dakota was chairman and Mr. Fred G. Bale, present in 
this convention as sponsor of the chapter at William Penn Col- 
lege, but then at Parsons College, was a member, brought to the 
Fifth Biennial Convention of Pi Kappa Delta a report which 
elected George Finley to the office of National Secretary-Treas- 
urer. George expected to lay down the duties of that office at 
this Sixteenth Convention which he could not know was to have 
its business sessions in the same Bradley Hall in which he took 
up those responsibilities a quarter of a century ago. But Provi- 
dence decreed otherwise and took him to other tasks and other 
rewards on May 18, 1948. 


I first met George Finley at Indianola, Iowa, in 1922, when 
I attended my first convention as a student delegate from the 
Wisconsin Alpha chapter at Ripon. George was first vice-presi- 
dent then and chairman of the Charter Committee. Many of 
you today are representing chapters whose petitions were investi- 
gated and processed by his committee. Most of us have member- 
ship cards bearing the stamp of his name as secretary. When 
Alfred Westfall turned the books over to George Finley there 
were almost 4,000 members; when George stamped the last card 
there were approximately 22,000. 


George was to me a faculty colleague and a neighbor as well 
as an associate in Pi Kappa Delta. You have read in the October 
ForENSIC what was in my heart to say at his Memorial service. I 
do not want to repeat those remarks or elaborate on them. I do 
want in this moment of recognition in this opening convocation 
simply to comment briefly on one or two impressions of his work 
as secretary-treasurer which have been confirmed by my continu- 
ance of -his position during these past nine months. 

One fact that is indelible is his absolute integrity and honesty 
as your treasurer. As a matter of business policy your treasurer 
is bonded but George was better than his bond. Not one dime 
of your money went astray and the steady balance increase 
through the years is testimony to the economy of his office pro- 
cedure, at times, I think, too great an economy for his own 
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health. His daughter told me once that she couldn’t get a much 
needed postage stamp out of his supply without first depositing 
the three pennies which it cost. I know as certainly as I know 
anything that if there were errors in the office of the secretary- 
treasurer they were not errors in ethics or honesty for he leaned 
over backward to protect your funds. To him the treasury was a 
treasury of trust and he did not fail in his responsibility to it. 

The second fact which cannot escape one as he reads through 
the files of correspondence and the records is that George Finley 
was primarily concerned in Pi Kappa Delta with the welfare: of 
the students who came into the society. He fought for relatively 
low entrance requirements, not because he had no standards but 
because he believed that some beginning student speaker might 
be encouraged and stimulated to greater effort and achievement 
if he wore the key of Pi Kappa Delta in the first degree. For the 
same reason he was the champion of the struggling chapter. It 
would have been easier to vote to suspend the charter in many 
cases but there is ample evidence of letter after letter to some 
colleges suggesting means of salvaging the organization and its 
program of forensics in order that more students might have the 
opportunity of membership and of what a lively interest in for- 
ensic speaking might do for them. While we might disagree 
with the extent of his efforts they are the indication of his spirit 
and it is that which we honor today. 

How can this society commemorate the work and contribution 
of George Finley? A committee has been appointed to make a 
study of what might be done tangibly. That is good. If, however, 
the next twenty-five years will see in all of us who have anything 
to do with this fraternity, the same spirit of self-lessness, the same 
concern for the weak and the less fortunate, the same funda- 
mentals of character and integrity in a day when expediency 
seems to be more in favor than principle, the same devotion to 
high purpose and responsibility that he demonstrated through 
long years of service, then what George Finley did for Pi Kappa 
Delta will never die. Perhaps we have’come back to Bradley for 
just such a dedication.

As the text for this subject, I am using a portion of the statement of 
purpose as found on page three of the Constitution of Pi Kappa Delta: “It 
shall be the purpose of this organization to stimulate progress ‘in, and to 
promote the interests of, intercollegiate oratory and debate and public speak- 
ing.” This is a relatively simple statement, but it has profound implications. 

A short time ago I heard a man say to others in a group, “‘Would you 
like to live next door to a Jew?” That was a shocking question, and I 
wondered what would make a supposedly intelligent man ask it. Of course, 
he asked the question because of the way he thinks. 

Just how do people think? Some observations are in point here. Far 
too many of us generalize when we should particularize. The man who asked 
about living next door to a Jew was generalizing when he should have been 
particularizing. He was lumping all members of a group together and im- 
plying that he didn’t want anything to do with any of them. Of course, if 
we particularize, the answer to the question is that it would depend entirely 
upon the individual Jew. Some years ago a Jewish boy was a member of 
our debate squad. He is now a Rabbi. If he were my next door neighbor, 
I know that we would have many things in common, that he would be a most 
stimulating neighbor. By the same token, I can think of numerous Gentiles 
whom I would prefer not to have as neighbors. 

How many times we hear the generalization that there are too many 
impractical, theoretical, long-haired dreamers in Washington. But if we 
particularize instead of generalizing, we see immediately that the generaliza- 
tion is unsound. To mention a few: Former Secretary of State Edward 
Stettinius, who was President of a small corporation in the East known as 
the United States Steel Corporation; Donald Nelson, formerly an executive 
in Sears-Roebuck; Nelson Rockefeller; all of them practical business men. 
I have only five minutes or I could give you a long list of men who belie the 
generalization. 

Not only do we generalize when we should particularize, but much of 
our thinking is affected by slogans and catch-phrases. If you were at home 
tonight listening to the radio, you would have a whole evening of pretty, 
but innocuous, phrases extolling the virtues of this and that product. And 
whether -you are lucky enough to live at your level best or whether you use 
before and after hand-softeners or whether you are over thirty-five or whether 
you spell in forwards or backwards, much of it is Nonsense, designed to 
catch the uncritical mind. 

Finally, we are inclined to read uncritically and to accept what is printed 
as if it were the final word. Only last week I was reading a book dealing with 
the fallacious use of stereotypes, emotionally loaded words, and so on. But

in the section where the author dealt with debate he attackede debate because 
of its flashy generalizations. It appeared to me that the author was guilty 
of the very practice against which he was inveighing.

Although the stated purpose of Pi Kappa Delta is to 
stimulate progress in, and to promote the interests of, intercollegiae oratory 
and debate and public speaking, in a broader sense the mission of Pi Kappa 
Delta is to stimulate clear, clean-cut, positive thinking. Forensic endeavor 
is not an end in itself. It is a means to an end. God grant that this mission 
of Pi Kappa Delta may find some fulfillment in you young men and young

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THE NATIONAL CONVENTION 


In a number of respects, the National Convention at Bradley 
was remarkable. First of all, in more ways than one, it was a re- 
dedication of the fraternity to the high purposes set forth in our 
constitution and in our ritual. The opening program was signifi- 
cant and set a tone of dignity and idealism. The nostalgic 
glimpses of E. R. Nichols, the tribute to George Finley by Syl- 
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vester Toussaint, and the challenge of the future which Forrest 
Rose presented to the delegates made an impressive introduction 
to a National Pi Kappa Delta Convention and did much to 
foster, I believe, the prevailing good will and sense of fair play 
for which this convention seemed to be outstanding. 


In the second place, the healthy sense of humor of the partici- 
pants in the contests was refreshing. In marked contrast to the 
general tone of some of the earlier conventions, the spirit of the 
contestants, although not wanting in earnestness, demonstrated 
a steady rejection of over-concern for self. 


At no time in our history has there been shown a livelier sen- 
sitivity to the dangers of pomposity, over-seriousness, and self- 
aggrandizement than on Talent Night at Peoria. The humor in 
exaggerated claims, the bathos in inflated arguments, the futility 
of human conflicts and tension provided rollicking themes for 
the healthy minded actors. Certainly if mental poise is in part 
measured by the ability to laugh at one’s self, the delegates at 
Peoria presented an extraordinary view of mental health.

President David Blair Owen of Bradley University welcomed the mem- 
bers of Pi Kappa Delta to the campus and in a cordial address assured them 
of the full cooperation of the Bradley administration and faculty and wished 
them a profitable and happy week in Peoria. President Betz responded to

One hundred one chapters answered the first roll call.

President Betz introduced the two student members of the National

The meeting adjourned at 9:20 p. m. 
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SECOND BUSINESS SESSION 


The second business session was called to order by President Betz at 
2:45 p. m., April 12. 

President Betz appointed Dr. Forrest H. Rose as Convention Parlia- 
mentarian. 

Since the minutes of the Fifteenth Convention were printed in THE 
Forensic for May, 1947, they were not read to the Sixteenth Convention. 

The Committee on Nominations distributed ballots for the election of 
President and Vice-president. Ballots were deposited on roll call which 
showed 117 chapters present and voting. 

The chairman of the Charter and Standards Committee, Roy D. Ma- 
haffey, presented the first report of that committee as follows: 







































1. The Charter Committee, with the approval of the National Council 
and a majority of the chapters in the provinces concerned recom- 
mends that charters be granted to the following colleges:

Phillips University, Enid, Oklahoma | 

It was moved and seconded that this section of the report be accepted 

and that the charters be granted. Carried. 

2. In view of the continued lack of interest and the lack of any evi- | 
dence of participation in forensics or the affairs of Pi Kappa Delta, | 
the committee recommends that the charters of the following col- 
leges be revoked and that the college administration in each case be 
asked to return its charter to the office of the National Secretary:

3. In keeping with the provisions of the National Constitution the 
Charter Committee recommends that the charters of the following 
chapters be suspended and that the chapters be asked to meet these 
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requirements in the next biennium as conditions for the retention 

of the charter beyond that period: 

a. To be prompt in answering all requests for information from the 
National Council or Province Governors. 

b. To maintain an active membership for each year in keeping with 
the Constitutional provision. 

c. To be in attendance at the next biennial National Convention 
as required by the Constitution and to attend the Province Con- 
vention during 1949-1950 if such a Convention is held.

Report to the Sixteenth National Convention of Pi Kappa Delta 


Before presenting the regular report I want to give the convention 
registration figures to this time. At present there are a total of 644 delegates 
and visitors in attendance and they represent 130 chapters in 30 states. 

This report of your secretary will probably be different from any pre- 
viously made to Pi Kappa Delta convention and for that ‘reason will have 
weaknesses not present in those reports. It may also have some points of 
strength resulting from a totally new approach to the society in its relation- 
ship to the secretary’s office. 

First, a statement about your treasury. The formal financial report 
will be found in the October Forensic but you should be given at this time 
a general picture of assets and liabilities and prospects of a balance. Pi 
Kappa Delta owns three thousand dollars in Colorado State College 4% 
Dormitory Revenue Bonds and twenty-five hundred dollars in United 
States Bonds Defense Series F. You started this fiscal year with a bank 
balance of $4408.36. You will probably close the year, June 30, with less 
than that. If this is true it will be the second year in eight in which the 
expenditures have exceeded the income. The change in the location of the 
convention, the increased costs of printing, the fact that we pay for things 
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in conventions these days which we used to receive as donations all com- 
bine to cut what normally might have been an added surplus. The deficit 
will not be great; we may even come closer than I think at this moment. 

Now for a few matters of statistics. Pi Kappa is big. The last active 
membership processed before we left Greeley was number 23625 held by 
Patricia McDevitt of Idaho State. There were approximately one hundred 
more applications on my desk which we simply could not take care of in the 
pre-convention deluge. New members added over the past several years are 
as follows: 


1940-41 655 1945-46 599 
1941-42 731 1946-47 852 
1942-43 476 1947-48 1081 
1943-44 445 1948 to date 572 
1944-45 548 


This indicates that even through the war years the colleges in this 
organization were conducting active speaking programs and is a justification 
of the war-time membership provisions in force. It indicates, too, a current 
widespread forensic interest. The great membership increase in the past 
two years, many of them freshmen and sophomores, means that at the 
present time we have probably the largest active membership of undergradu- 
ates in the history of the society. Approximately 2000 copies of the Forensic 
were mailed with each issue of the magazine. 

The present chapter list includes 192 colleges in 36 states. The latest 
charter awarded Sunday evening to the University of Maine was 211, which 
means that since the beginning of the fraternity nineteen have been dropped 
from the rolls for one reason or other. Technically all 192 chapters are 
active—actually approximately thirty-five are inactive either forensically or 
from the standpoint of the secretary's office. Twenty-two colleges failed to 
respond to any communication from this office or that of the charter com- 
mittee during the past ten months. Several chapters will undoubtedly have 
their charters revoked or be placed on the suspension list at this convention. 
In this connection it is interesting to note that here in this hall twenty-five 
years ago the one hundredth charter was awarded to Augustana College of 
Sioux Falls, South Dakota. 


Coming into the office as your secretary did enables him to make a few 
observations, some of which have been made before. The most critical 
factor in relations with local chapters is an accurate mailing list. The United 
States mails cannot be as bad as some of you want me to believe. Let me 
emphasize that your secretary is not clairvoyant. He cannot guess that the 
director of last year went somewhere else to another position and that the 
mail is being forwarded. About one-third of the chapters did not respond to 
the fall request for membership lists and mailing directions. In that con- 
nection I suggest that the faculty member in charge of forensics be made 
the correspondent for official business. I make that suggestion for two rea- 
sons: first, the initial letter in the fall is based on the spring mailing list 
and students have a way of graduating in June. Thus the first contact in 
the academic year is never made. Second, on many campuses mail directed 
to a student in care of the college is never delivered at all or is seriously 
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delayed. I am convinced that packages of Forensic have spent idle days in 
some general mail room on many a campus having a chapter of Pi Kappa 
Delta. I recognize in making this suggestion that there is value in student 
responsibility for student affairs but I think that the experience of these 
past months lends realism to my viewpoint. 

Another observation. It would be of real assistance and eliminate em- 
barrassment if you will inform the secretary of transfers from other chapters. 
The secretary should have asked for that information on your fall report. 
The membership master card file of Pi Kappa Delta is organized according 
to chapters. There is no general alphabetical file; if we were starting from 
scratch | would recommend such a file but to duplicate 24,000 cards now 
would be a gigantic task and probably not worth the time or cost. 

Again, the relationship of the secretary's office to the chapters would 
be facilitated by the use of some simple printed forms or mimeographed 
material for routine matters and the purchase of a few pieces of office and 
secretarial equipment. The entire office equipment of this organization 
with almost 200 chapters would not realize seventy-five dollars if it were 
sold. Believe it or not, we don’t even own a typewriter. If the secretariat 
is to be continued as a part-time responsibility of some college faculty mem- 
ber some expenditure is imperative. We are forever indebted to Mr. and 
Mrs. Finley for the money savings effected by their hourly labor. I am mak- 
ing some specific recommendations to the National Council to implement 
the idea expressed in this section of the report. 

In conclusion, I want to express my appreciation to all of you who have 
shown such a fine spirit of courtesy and patience in your correspondence. 
It reaffirms what we have always known—that you are grand people. Per- 
haps the greatest satisfaction in the office comes from being of assistance to 
new directors and sponsors who are unfamiliar with Pi Kappa Delta practice 
or are revitalizing chapters which have been inactive and to students who 
write in with countless numbers of questions of real importance to them. 
We hope that we have been of assistance. I will welcome the opportunity 
in the next two days to talk to any of you who may have questions which I 
can help answer. We have many of the materials with us and will be ready 
to supply your needs for spring key orders, membership applications and 
initiation ceremonies.

After the word “secretary” in line 3 the following sentence shall be 
added: “New charters shall be presented in formal ceremony at the 
National Convention; however, charters may be presented at Pro- 
vincial Conventions provided that the National Council has approved 
such action.” 
It was moved and seconded that this revision be approved. Carried. 
4. That Article V, Division A, Section 3, page 10 be revised as follows: 
After the end of the sentence in line 7 add the sentence: “Any local 
chapter having fewer than five active members during the college | 
year shall be notified of a probationery status which may be removed 
by bringing the membership up to the constitutional requirements.” 
It was moved and seconded that this revision be approved. Carried. 


5. That Article V, Division B, Section 2 be revised as follows: At the 
end of paragraph 3, line 6 (line 32, page 13) add the sentence: “The 
provincial governor shall become, automatically, a member of the 
Charter Committee for the consideration of any petition coming from 
his province.” 

It was moved and seconded that this ervision be approved. Discussion. 

Motion lost. 


6. That Article V, Division C, Section 2, paragraph 2 be revised as 
follows: In line 6, page 17 after the word “convention” add the 
words “and shall serve for a term of four years and shall be eligible 
for one additional term of four years.” 

It was moved and seconded that this revision be approved. Carried. It 

was agreed that the provisions of this revision would be affective with the 
election of the secretary at this convention.

7. That Article V, Division C, Section 5 be revised as follows: In 
paragraph a, line 16, page 20 place a period after the word “con- 
vention” and delete the words “or national organization,” and insert 
the sentence “In years when the national convention is not held 
a charter may be granted by the National Council upon favorable 
recommendation of the Charter Committee and a 3% vote of the 
active chapters in the province in which the petitioning college 
avould be located.” 

It was moved and seconded that this revision be approved. Carried. 


The meeting adjourned at 4:25 p. m. 
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THIRD BUSINESS SESSION 


The meeting was called to order by President Betz at 4:05 p. m., 

April 13. 

R. D. Mahaffey presented a further report from the Charter Committee 
as follows: 
The Committee recommends the substitution of the following for the 
standards now printed on page 4 of the “Petition For a Local Chapter”— 
1. The college must be a member in good standing of and fully ac- 
credited by the North Central Association or its regional equivalent. 

2. The college should offer an adequate number of courses in public 
speaking and debate during the academic year. 

3. The college should have a minimum annual forensic budget adequate 
to the program. 

4. The college should have engaged in intercollegiate forensics continu- 

ously for not less than five years. 

Over the period of five years preceding application the college shall 

have engaged in forensic activity on such a scale as would have 

enabled it to meet the requirements for an active chapter prescribed 

in the constitution, Art. V, Div. A., Par. 3. 

6. The college forensic program should have been under the supervision 
of a faculty director for the preceding five years. 

7. The college’s application must have the endorsement of at least 24 
of all active chapters in the province of which the petitioning college 
would logically be a member. 

It was moved and seconded to accept the report and revise the standards 
as recommended. It was moved and seconded to divide the question. 

Motion lost. Main motion carried.

President Betz reported that the present editor of the Forensic, Wilbur E. 
Moore, had agreed to complete the four-year term to which he was elected 
in 1947. 

Martin Holcomb reported orally on the meeting held by representatives 
of the Forensic Honor Societies in Washington in December 1948 to discuss 
the West Point Debate Tournament and the Proposed Association of Forensic 
Directors. He concluded by stating that the National Council had heard his 
report earlier in the convention and was recommending that Pi Kappa Delta 
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take no action with respect to either matter. It was moved and seconded to 
accept the report. After considerable discussion from the floor the previous 
question was moved. Carried. The main motion carried. 

Forrest H. Rose presented the report of the Pi Kappa Delta representa- 


tives to the national committee on Intercollegiate Debate and Discussion. 


Report of the Pi Kappa Delta Representatives on the National Committee on 
Intercollegiate Debate and Discussion: 


The Committee on Intercollegiate Debate and Discussion met at the 1948 
convention of the Speech Association of America in Washington. Pi Kappa 
Delta was represented by W. C. Lang of Yankton College. Various sug- 
gestions for improving the committee’s work were discussed and clarified 
during the meeting. One of these suggestions was that we return to the 
former practice of submitting phrased question, not general topics, for ballot- 
ing by the colleges. This suggestion your Pi Kappa Delta representatives 
heartily endorse. 

Most of the other suggestions deal with methods of procedure. 

In the original agreement adopted by the Pi Kappa Delta convention in 
Minneapolis no change in the original agreement was permitted except by 
action of the executive committee or council of each of the four cooperating 
societies. This provision for changing the original agreement was necessitated 
by the fact that any agreement involves four separate groups of which only 
Pi Kappa Delta has a national convention. Consequently we adopted the 
provision that the National Council of Pi Kappa Delta should have the 
power to negotiate and act in matters involving the Committee on Inter- 
collegiate Debate and Discussion. 

Therefore, your committee recommends that the suggestions embodied in 
the report of the Washington conference should be referred to the National 
Council with power to act, but with the proviso that it is the sense of this 
convention that from this time on it shall be the obligation of the Committee 
on Intercollegiate Debate and Discussion to submit phrased questions, not 
general topics, for the annual balloting which selects the national debate 
question.
